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Expert Tells Dairymen, 
More Silage, But 
Watch Energy”’ 


DAIRYMEN WERE told recently 
consider “all-silage program” 
way cope with skyrocketing feed 
costs. But the same time they were 
warned about the consequences 
short-changing their cows energy. 

Donald Hillman, Michigan State 
University Extension dairy specialist, 
outlined management schemes aimed 
helping dairymen cope with rising 
grain prices and limited feed supplies. 
presented the report the 
Missouri Dairymen’s Institute meeting 
the campus the University 
Missouri-Columbia, March 

One Hillman’s recommendations 
calls for feeding all-silage ration 
where corn silage plentiful, hay 
scarce and grain expensive relative 
the cost soybean meal. 

“This kind ration works very well 
when it’s properly balanced for pro- 
tein, minerals and vitamins,” said 
Hillman. 

“In herds averaging 12,000 pounds 
milk less, about half the cows 
will not require grain except for that 
the silage. This saves the 
dairymen five seven pounds grain 
per head daily for cows producing less 
than pounds milk. also 
reduces the incidence health prob- 
lems due excessive fatness cows 
late lactation. 

“Where corn silage normal 
percent moisture, three five 
pounds shelled corn should fed 
addition the protein supplement. 
Additional grain may required for 
cows producing above 
pounds milk per day the silage 
immature and above percent 
moisture. That’s because cows con- 
sume less silage dry matter when high 
moisture fed.” 


Hillman said high moisture silages, 
particularly those above percent 
moisture, have high acid content. 
Cows eat less this forage, thus 
reducing their energy intake, even 
though the energy content per pound 
dry matter very high. 
suggested feeding five pounds 
hay help “buffer” the rumen 
contents and improve intake. 

also advised dairymen not 
reduce the amount concentrate fed 
their milking cows. 

“If you’ve been controlling the 
amount concentrates that cows 
are fed according what they 
produce, you should still profit 
feeding concentrates,” said Hillman. 


For May, 1975 


“Cows usually produce about 1.2 
1.4 pounds milk for each pound 
concentrate they eat long you 
aren’t feeding more than one pound 
grain for each 3.5 pounds milk 
produced. Feeding heavier rate 
probably costing you money. you 
must cut back the amount grain 
fed, you will lose less money 
skipping the low producers.” 

Hillman cited figures which showed 
that dairyman would lose cents 
per cow per day reducing the grain 
fed 14,000-pound producer 
five pounds day. The same reduction 
grain fed 10,000-pound producer 
would cost the dairyman only cents 

rule,” said Hillman, 
dairyman can figure out how much 
can afford for grain looking his 
milk prices. should paying not 
more than 1.2 times the net value 
100 pounds milk—after deducting 
hauling and fees. 

“Suppose the milk price $8.40 
hundred and hauling and fees are 
cents. That leaves you net value for 
your milk $8.00. That times 1.2 
$9.60—your break even point. grain 
costs you any more than that, you’re 
losing money.” 

dairymen strive cut costs 
reducing grain fed their animals, 
Hillman warned them 
“negative effects low energy ra- 
tions.” 

said cattle deprived sufficient 
energy will lose body weight rapidly 
until body fat reserves have been 
depleted and milk production has 
declined level the cow’s 
daily intake energy. 

After awhile, the cows will tend 
increase their body weight normal 
pre-calving levels spite continuing 
low milk production. other words, 
the animal’s energy will put into 
maintaining its body weight—at the 
expense milk production. 

“Cattle short-changed energy 
will also have more breeding prob- 
lems,” said Hillman. They tend fail 
show heat periods, and that results 
delay conception until they 
begin build body weight. 

Finally, high producing cows fed 
rations grossly deficient energy are 
more susceptible ketosis, because 
the depressed levels glucose (sugar) 
the blood. “Cows that are too fat 
calving and are then fed rations too 
low energy protein are most 
susceptible ketosis,” said Hillman.

FEEDING AND MANAGEMENT 


soon discovered that despite 
their high production, the Americans 
have magic formula regards feeds 
feeding. Almost without exception 
their policy feed much high 
quality roughage possible and 
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balance this with adequate 
feeding, the composition the 
concentrate mixture dependent 
the roughage being fed. 

achieve the desired intake 
roughage there are two main require- 
ments: (1) Roughage must high 
quality cow cannot and will not 
eat sufficient poor quality roughage 
produce high level, irrespective 
concentrates fed, and (2) Feed 
often possible dump trailer 
loads feed manger with the idea 
the cows helping themselves for the 
next hours both wasteful and in- 
effective. Feed the amount they will 
clean reasonable time and feed 
often. 


Their feeding and management 
methods can broadly divided into 
five categories: 

The warmer and drier Southwest: 
Here the chief crops are maize silage 
and lucerne, the latter being used for 
hay, green chop and/or haylage—the 
haylage being low moisture silage. 
Cows are kept paddocks where they 
receive combination usually two 
the above feeds. 

The colder Northwest where they 
cultivate magnificent grass/clover pas-

The majority breeders the 
United States rely almost entirely 
their herds for income they feed 
them well simply because this pays 
best. And yet many breeders South 
Africa where the moment the 
feed/milk ratio more favorable 
claim that does not pay feed. 
Based what saw the United 
States, they should rethink and give 
their cows the opportunity proving 
how wrong they have been. 

Finally, they not tolerate what 
they refer “lazy” cow, under 
good management. cow poor 
producer, she immediately con- 
signed the butcher.

The Multi-Million Dollar Guernsey Profit Robbers 


EACH GUERNSEY dairyman may 
well say good-bye $30 $60 per 
cow this year doesn’t have 
effective fly control program. 

According USDA estimates, ap- 
proximately 3.4 percent total 
United States milk production each 
year lost due these pesky 
parasites. Put national terms, flies 
bite off over $300 million dollars 
profit per year; hardly something 
dairymen can scoff at. 

During peak seasons, biting flies can 
squelch milk production per- 
cent. Non-biting flies, such house- 
flies, have become such nuisance 
some parts the country that they 
have forced some Guernsey dairymen 
close down and relocate facilities 
further away from complaining city 
neighbors. 

“Three basic steps can minimize 
these profit losses,” says Dr. E.C. 
Loomis, University California para- 
sitologist. basics are: fly identifi- 
cation, sanitation and chemical con- 
trol. These factors combined 
regular program are certain help 
control flies.” 

Dr. Walter Gojmerac, University 
Wisconsin 
agrees. “Sanitation one the 
foremost parts the program. must 
begin early the season, between 
April and May Manure, feed 
residues and other organic wastes 
should removed weekly throughout 
the fly season,” says. Make certain 
that lots and loafing sheds have 
adequate drainage. Fill low spots with 
gravel other fill. 

Sanitation maintained throughout 
the fly season makes fly control much 
easier once the flies are identified. 

The major flies causing direct milk 
losses are: stable flies (37% total fly 
losses), horn flies (32% total fly 
losses), face flies (20% total losses) 
and horse and deerflies (11% total 
fly losses). Identifying these flies helps 
determine the insecticide use and 
the best method application. 


STABLE FLY 


Commonly called the biting house- 
fly, the stable fly feeds the animal 
with its body pointing head-first 
toward the sky. often causes the 
most serious milk production losses 
and more than flies per cow are 
commonly found. This blood-sucking 
insect lays eggs manure decaying 
vegetation. 
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FACE FLY 


The face fly, first discovered New 
York 1953, now found 
southwest, particularly Arizona and 
California. These parasites, which 
equal the size houseflies, have silver 
tint around their eyes and are found 
feeding the cow’s eyes, lips and 
nostrils. Although they don’t feed 
blood, these parasites are believed 
major spreaders pinkeye. 


HORN FLY 


The horn fly, which about 
the size the housefly, 
blood-sucking parasite that feeds 
around the horns and the back, 
withers and belly the dairy cow. 
feeds the animal with its body 
pointing head-first toward the ground 
and lays its eggs fresh manure. 


HORSE AND DEERFLIES 


Horse and deerflies are also major 
summertime pests. Horseflies which 
may three times larger than 
houseflies, inflict painful bites. The 
deerfly, which does not bite, noted 
its yellow body markings and 
accounts for milk losses due its 
pesky nature. 


INSECTICIDE PROGRAMS CAN 
ECONOMICAL 


Upon identifying the first flies, 
immediately begin regular insecticide 
program. good program, which will 
probably cost per head per 
year, worthwhile investment when 
saves least $30 milk income per 
cow per year. 

But, order keep fly control 
program economical important 
start early. 

Iowa State University Extension 
entomologist Dr. Jerry DeWitt says, 
“Chemical control should start when 
fly populations are low they are 
difficult find. Those flies you find 
May will propagate many others for 
major problems August. Stop few 
hundred early the year and 
prevent thousands from ever being 
born.” 

control houseflies and stable 
flies, chemical control effective 
when surface sprays are used calf 
sheds, loafing sheds, the outside 
other buildings and along the outside 
feed troughs. careful not 
incorporate surface sprays into dairy 
feeds areas where milk sanitation 
may threatened. 

Horn flies, stable flies, horseflies, 
deerflies and houseflies can con- 
trolled any one combination 
backrubbers, dust bags, direct 
spraying. 

Make certain that backrubbers are 


Monetary loss due statistics (approximate) 
Loss in Milk Production — Dairy (millions) 
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charged and that they, and dust bags, 
are placed where your animals will 
assured regular application. These 
areas could include loafing areas 
doorways aisles where dairy cows 
frequently pass. 

Individual automatic spraying 
fogging relatively enclosed areas 
also effective. These methods provide 
adequate horn fly control but face fly 
control may effective for only 
few days. 


KNOW YOUR INSECTICIDES 


Just there are different control 
methods for different flies, different 
insecticides have varying time lengths 
effectiveness. For example, Vapona, 
highly effective reducing serious 
fly populations but retains its potency 
fly-killer for only few days. 
the other hand, Rabon’s effectiveness 
will usually last weeks. Ravap 
contains the quick-kill characteristic 
Vapona and long-term potency 
similar Rabon. Therefore, where 
Vapona Ravap may necessary 
get fly population under immediate 
control, Rabon would provide con- 
stant, longer-lasting effectiveness. 

Besides knowing the effectiveness 
insecticides, also important 
read the label and follow instructions. 
Don’t exceed the rate application 
suggested and observe the interval 
between application and slaughter. It’s 
wise keep record the insecticide 
used, its trade name, percentage 
active ingredients, dilution rate, and 
date application. 

And once you have regular fly 
control program started, keep mind 
how measure its effectiveness: The 
value fly control should 
measured the reduction the live 
fly population, not the number 
dead flies. 

With continuous program, you 
and other Guernsey dairymen will 
pocketing those dollars which flies 
have been heisting the past.

But how you identify 
“official vaccinate?” First thing 
check the ear tag and tattoo. 
They can tell you lot. The standard 
tatoo code works like this: 


There's U.S. registered shield with 
letter preceded number in- 
dicating the quarter the year, and 
followed number corresponding 
the last digit the year which 
the animal was vaccinated. 

This tatoo the dairy heifer’s 
right ear identifies her official 
vaccinate, meaning she was vacci- 
nated with Brucella abortus Strain 
vaccinate, dairy heifer must vac- 
cinated between two and six months 
(60 179 days) age.

family farms become larger, 
with more assets managed, and 
ownership and management come 
provided more than one 
person, economic reasons may devel- 
within the farm business for 
shifting the corporate form 
business organization. Some these 
reasons are subtle and may un- 
noticed for some time. Others are 
fairly obvious. 


Dividing farm income 

Internal accounting may become 
incredibly complex farm busi- 
ness where assets are owned and fur- 
nished more than one individual. 
This often problem father-son 
operations and farm businesses car- 
ried widow and children, for 
example. 

Aside from keeping abreast 
property ownership for purposes 
figuring depreciation, investment 
credit, recapture depreciation, 
and recapture investment credit, 
conflicts may develop over how much 
the annual farm income should 
compensate someone providing 
silo. 

After few years’ operations, as- 
set ownership many farm busi- 
nesses with multiple owners becomes 
quite complicated. And, chances 
unhappiness over real imagined 
unfairness may multiply farm 
income divided each year among 
more assets. 

Problems internal accounting 
are generally simplified corpora- 
tion owns the land, livestock, ma- 
chinery and equipment. Then it’s not 
necessary, each year, reach agree- 
ment the amount income earn- 
each asset. Decisions must,

But once those 
decisions are made, the rest the 
after-tax income available for 
distribution shareholders the 
basis uniform amount per share 
stock.

When individual begins farm- 
ing, often short equity capi- 
tal and, for that reason, his credit 
source isn’t too eager lend large 


amounts debt capital. The young 
farmer may also short manage- 
ment although may have ex- 
cess labor. Thus, the farm busi- 
ness operated level lower 
efficiency than typically the case 
later the family farm cycle. 

equity capital accumulated 
and more debt capital made avail- 
able, the farm business normally 
expands step with growing man- 
agement ability. Usually, peak effi- 
ciency reached mid-way through 
the life cycle. 

But then, several things begin 
happen. The children leave home 
college enter other employ- 
ment. The farmer becomes less will- 
ing devote the long hours and driv- 
ing force earlier years. And of- 
ten becomes increasingly conserva- 
tive decision making. The farmer 
comes realize that may not 
around enjoy the benefits long- 
term investments whether soil fer- 
tility expanded facilties. 

consequence, the efficiency 
level the farm business drops off 
until retirement death the farm 
business terminated. The cycle 
then begins all over again with 
another sole proprietor assuming 
ownership the assets involved. 

the higher efficiency mid- 
cycle could preserved over time, 
important benefits might accrue 
the individuals and families invol- 
ved. Efforts preserve that higher 
efficiency have caused many farmers 
focus the corporation de- 
vice permit farm business, once 
built efficient operating 
level, continue function into the 
next and succeeding generations. 

The corporation may make possi- 
ble planned and orderly transfer 
the farm business economic 
unit over time owners and mana- 
gers and their capital move into and 
out the farm business keeping 
with their own personal life cycle. 
Yet that movement people and 
out the farm business need not 
necessarily cause the farm business 
itself through convulsive cycle 
the same time.

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USDA TIGHTENS 
CATTLE SHIPPING RULES 
HELP FIGHT BRUCELLOSIS 


PART the stepped-up 
national effort wipe out brucellosis 
livestock, the United States Depart- 
ment Agriculture (USDA) recently 
announced tightening animal 
health regulations covering interstate 
movement cattle. 

The new rules, which became 
effective April 22, require breeding 
cattle tested for brucellosis when 
they are moved interstate from areas 
herds that lack “certified brucello- 
sis-free” designation. Another rule 
requires cattle found exposed 
brucellosis heat-branded the 
left jaw with the letter “S” before 
they are shipped slaughter 
quarantined feedlot. 


Officials USDA’s Animal and 
Plant Health 
(APHIS) noted that, because 
comments received when the changes 
were published proposal last 
September (USDA 
2536-74), cattle exposed brucellosis 
may returned farms origin for 
testing under quarantine without the 
“S” branding. Otherwise, the proposal 
was adopted without substantive 
changes. 

The revised regulations provide for 
the movement calves less than six 
months old from infected herds. They 
also provide for the movement 
cattle from herds 
noncertified areas certified areas. 

means providing informa- 
tion eradication progress, the 
revised regulations contain current 
list certified brucellosis-free areas, 
modified-certified brucellosis areas, 
and noncertified areas, plus specifical- 
approved stockyards and slaughter- 
ing establishments. Various terms and 
designations such “noncertified 
areas” are defined. 

Dr. Paul Becton, charge 
brucellosis eradication for APHIS’ 
Veterinary Services, said the revised 
rules will help protect the percent 
United States cattle already free 
brucellosis, while aiding state and 
federal officials who work with live- 
stock producers eliminate disease 
from affected areas. 

Dr. Becton stressed the point that 
state and industry officials are 
accord with the brucellosis eradication 
goal and want move ahead more 
rapidly end the disease threat. 

Also called Bang’s disease, brucello- 
sis affects cattle, swine and other 
livestock and may transmitted from 
animals humans undulant fever.
